DETAILED ACTION 

Terminal Disclaimer 

1. The terminal disclaimer filed on 3/19/2009 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of US 
Patent 7459670 and any patent granted for application 10534495 has been reviewed 
and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -5, 7-32, 34-54 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Sorimachi et 
al (US 4867570) and Magarill (US 5625738) do not teach nor make obvious (claim 1) 
the illumination means comprises a light source arranged to illuminate only part of the 
input face of a light guide, the light guide comprising a tube having substantially 
reflective sides and being arranged together with projection optics so as to project an 
array of distinct source light spots towards the scene.
